Teachers Tax Greater. 


“School teachers pay into their 
retirement fund on a strict life in- 
surance basis, calculated, among 
other factors, on their age when 
entering public employment, some 
of them being subject to deductions 
as high as 8 per cent of their 
salaries,’’ said Maj. Donovan. Gov- 
ernment employes pay 3% per cent. 

“Not only do the policemen and 
firemen pay less, put they receive 
other benefi&S, the teachers and 
Federal employes do not. These 
are medical services whenever they 
are sick or injured and hospital and 
other items whér injured or taken 
ill in the line of duty. 

“The public Treasury pays only 
40 per cent of the annual accumula- 
tion of the teachers’ retirement fund 
and 30 per cent ofthat of the Fed- 
eral employes. But the public pays 
80 per cent of the policemen’s and 
firemen’s fund. 


Burden Is Growing. 


“The size of the total paid out 
of the fund each year is increasing 
this burden on the taxpayers every 
twelve months. Last year the total 
was $545,000. This year it will 
equal $575,000. We estimate that 
it will take $600,000 the next fiscal 
year. 

“Of this the policemen and fire- 
men have contributed only approxi- 
mately $110,000. The-increase now 
propos:d will increase their con- 
tirbution only $45,000 and _ will 
change the ratio to 28 per cent con- 
tributed by them and 78 per cent by 
the taxpayers. 

“T believe it would bé a more 
equitable arrangement to make the 
contributions of the employes of 
these two departments the same as 
those of the government employes, 
and, in return, grant them the same 
refunds in case they fail,to con- 
tinue in the service long enough to 
become beneficiaries of the fund,

A TOOTH IN TIME SAVES 
NINE. 
GREAT many of the woes of 
A adult life seem to come from 
our teeth; but adult teeth 
are the inheritors of what our mo- 
thers did—or didn’t do—to the 
tiny teeth that came before. So, 
in the hope that future beauty may 
be saved to the world, I am going 
to try-to set the mothers of the 
younger generation on the road to 
safety first—to the exclusion of 
expensive bridge-work later on. 
Mouth hygiene ought to begin 
even before the first teeth appear. 
A scrap of clean, soft old linen 
wrapped around a gentle finger and 
dipped in an antiseptic solution 
should be used in the tiny baby’s 
mouth two or three times a day. 
Such solution may be merely salt 
water, soda water, or a blend made 
of half a teaspoonful each of salt 
and baking soda in a glass of 
warm water, or it may be one of 
the good standard mouth washes. 
In addition to the cleansing, the 
gums should be gently massaged. 
As soon as a child is old enough 
to hold a toothbrush, he should be 
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taught to use one. A brush with 
fine bristles, not too stiff, and a 
short handle—a good brush, not 
too cheap—a brush, preferably, 
with a colored handle to make it 
attractive and to distingush it from 
those of the other’ children,— 
these are the requisites. There 
should be a liquid or a paste for 
cleansing—and please, mothers, 
get one that tastes nice! If the 
child still seems totally uninterest- 
ed in the rite as a means of pre- 
serving health, you might make it 
a game. One mother of my ac- 
quaintance did so, naming the 
teeth and giving them personak- 
ties. The two upper front ones 
were the king and queen, and the 
rest all came in for ramances of 
their own, 

At about six years of age, the 
four new molars come to take on 
the burden formerly carried by the 
baby teeth which are beginning to 
fall out and be replaced. These 
molars, for some reason, seem more 
liable to decay, and great care 
must be taken of them. If the 
child. has a tendency to acidity, 
it must be corrected. Milk of 
magnesia or common baking soda 
(one scant teaspoonful to a glass 
of water) makes a simple and ef- 
ficient mouth wash. 

There is no harm—and probably 
a great deal of good—in commenc- 
ing the habit of regular trips to 
the dentist when there are only the 
baby teeth to be considered, but, 
as the molars come, this should 
become the law of the family as a 
matter of ceurse:

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HOW TO APPLY WET PACKS. [| 


WET pack should be so applied 
A that the cold, wet sheet touch- 

es all the skin, no large air 
pockets are left, and the blankets 
cover the sheet snugly. Here is 
a best method of accomplishing 
this: 

Provide a single cot or a single 
bed and cover the mattress with a 
rubber sheet or with oil cloth. Pro- 
vide an ordinary sheet, two large, 
long blankets, preferably’ gray, 
three soft towels, or one soft towel 
and a rubber ice cap for the head. 

Spread blanket on the cot so that 
the foot end hangs down 8 to 12 
inches below where the patient’s! 
feet will be, and the head end comes 
to where his ears will be. 

Wrégng the sheet in cold water. 
The temperature of the wet sheet in 
the cold pack at the time of starting 
may range between 50 degrees and 
80 degrees F. according to the 
vigor of the patient. The average 
temperature used is 60 degrees F. 
The cold, wet sheet is spread over 
the blankets so as to leave a mar- 
gin of two inches at the head end. 
The naked patient -lies on his back 
near the middle of the cot. His 
legs are separated slightly and his 
arms are held an inch or two from 
the body. Three inches of the wet 
sheet project above the patient’s 
shoulders. The arms are raised 
and the upper end of the left side 
of the sheet is carried under the left 
arm, across the chest, under the 
right arm and around the right 
chest. The left lower half of the 
sheet is wound over the left leg and 
under the right one. 

The arms and legs are lowered, 
and the right side of the sheet is 
wrapped around the body and limbs 
and tightly tucked under the left 
side of the body and around the 
neck under the chin. The lower 
end is folded under the feet and 
tucked in. 

When this has been completed, 
every part of the skin of the neck, 
body and limbs is in touch with 
the cold, wet sheet. 

The left edge of the top blanket

and tucked in along the right side. 
Then the right edge is carried 
across the body and tucked .in on 
the left side. The bottom blanket 
is applied in the same way. The 
blanket must fit the body and limbs 
closely, leaving just as few air 
spaces as possible. 


The top of the blankets fitting 
around the neck are covered by a 
soft towe) to prevent irritation of 
the skin of the neck. The other 
towels are put in cold water, wrung 
and applied to the head, unless an 
ice cap is used instead. 


A cold pack can be applied in the 
above manner in three minutes, 

A hot water bag is applied to the 
feet if the man shivers unduly or 
complains of much cold. It is per- 
missible for the man in a wet pack 
to drink as much water as he 
wishes. The man is left in a pack 
10 to 60 minutes. Under certain 
circumstances the pack is renewed 
every ten minutes for about one 
hour. 

Of all methods of quieting ner- 
vousness and inducing sleep, few 
equal the use of wet packs. 

It is doubtful if any person is 
ever justified in taking a sleep-pro- 
ducing medicine except specifically 
under a physician’s directions. Cer- 
tainly no person is justified in using 
sleep-producing medicine until he 
has given the cold pack a thorough 
trial.

Keeping Personnel Down. 


In so far as government business 
problems are concerned, Mr. Cool- 
idge sees little likelihood of Con- 
gress, at the coming short session, 
taking up the bill for reorganiza- 
tion of government departments. 
This has been pending for several 
years and has continually en- 
countered difficulties. Although 
the situation would be aided if 
Congress would act, it was pointed 
out today that by Presidential 
order the executive branch of the 
government in the past few years 
has obtained some reorganization 
by transferring bureaus and 
agencies from one to another of 
the government departments. 

In this connection, the views of 
President Coolidge, as set forth in 
some of his addresses to the busi- 
ness meetings of, the government 
departments, were reiterated, that 
there was not much chance of heavy 
reductions being made in the per- 
sonnel of government employes. In 
the last three years there has been 
a reduction of between 15,000 and 
20,000. 

It is a question, however, that 
Mr. Coolidge intends to stress con- 
tinually, lest there be a swing up- 
ward: in the numbers. The policy 
for some time has been laid down 
of not filling vacancies as they oc- 
cur, unless necessary, rather than 
of discharging employes to accom- 
plish reductions.

AMENDING ARTICLE XIV

America Would Be Asked to 
Aid in Preparing Act to 
Cover the Question. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 7 (By 
A. P.).—Discussion of the fifth 
American reservation to adherence 
to the world court of justice occu- 
pied the two secret sessions today 
of the committee of fourteen, to 
which have been referred by the 
world court conference all the res- 
ervations for juridical examination. 

The fifth reservation prohibits 
the court from entertaining without 
American consent a request for ad- 
visory opinions on questions in 
which the United States has or 
claims an interest. 

The. committee decided in prin- 
ciple to accord to the United States 
treatment equal to that to which 
nonmembers of the league of na- 
tions are entitled, and also the 
treatment enjoyed by the members 
of the league or members of the 
council, but will examine further 
as to whether this is all that the 
United States wants by this resefva- 
tion. 

This means that the committee 
would grant the United States the 
Same rights as members of the 
council in passing upon the advisa- 
bility of asking the court for opin- 
ion. 


May Require New Law. 


Today’s discussions showed that 
great difficulties exist not only in 
accepting the American reservation 
but in making this acceptance le- 
gally binding in practice. The com- 
mittee is striving to decide whether 
the situation can best be met by 
adding a new statute to the court 
or by amending article 14 of the 
covenant. 

Acceptance of the American res- 
ervation:in itself is not sufficient, 
because courts of law ‘must be 
framed so that the court itself will 
have no doubt as to the legal ef- 
fectiveness of the reservations. 

The court will probably ask the 
United States to collaborate in pre- 
paring the new statute dealing with 
this question, because the statutes 
of the court are binding, whereas 
regulations could be amended by 
the court without consulting the 
signatories. 

The special] statute will undoubt- 
edjJyv also name directly the United 
States as the country to be accord- 
ed special treatment as a nonmem- 
ber of the league.

SENATOR HARRISON RETURNS. 


Versatile ‘‘Pat’’ Harrison is back after a so- 

journ in Europe, whither he went, as he says, 
to study the situation. Judging from his first 
interview, which the senator no doubt gave 
with great reluctance, he was not silent while 
abroad. He admits that he ‘‘told them a few 
things,” and that he returns more 
firmly convinced than ever that cancellation 
of war debts is an impossibility. 
\ .More than 10,000 tourists disembarked in 
New York with the Mississippi senator, and 
thus supported his theory that American tray- 
elers should be ordered to return home from 
“France and stop spending money where 
American dollars and @ents are not appreci- 
ated. Of course, this exodus from European 
countries may be due to the fact that the 
tourist season is coming to an end; but they 
are coming home just the same, so ‘‘Pat’”’ is 
right about it. 

“‘America,’’ he says, “shall know the facts, 
and we will see if debt settlements already 
arranged shall be discarded and confusion 
added to the chaos by those few in America 
who seek to cancel them.”’ . 

Inasmuch as the French debt settlement is 
still to be approved by the Senate, it will be 
interesting to see whether Senator Pat, when 
the debate begins, will support the administra- 

tion. 

The country will await with ill-concealed im- 
patience to learn the full measure of the in- 
formation obtained by the Mississippian on this 
memorable trip. He is opposed to cancellation, 
and in that respect he is a political bedfellow 
of President Coolidge. It is hoped that he will 
be stalwart in opposing efforts of his own 
partisans to throw the French settlement into 
that mysterious limbo .which he characterizes 
as the ‘‘discard.”’

QUARRELING OVER MANDATES. 


Foreign Ministers Chamberlain and Briand 
are finding fault with the mandates commis- 
sion of the league of nations for exercising 
‘inquisitorial’? powers. The mandates com- 
mission is supposed to receive annual reports 
from the governments holding mandates, and 
to act in behalf of the league of nations in 
requiring the mandate powers-to comply with 
all their obligations. The commission sent 
out questionnaires to the mandate govern- 
ments, inquiring minutely into their adminis- 
tration of ‘“‘backward peoples,” and both Mr. 
Chamberlain and M. Briand have found fault 
with what they describe as an attempt by the 
commission to govern the mandate countries, 
instead of merely receiving reports as to how 
they are governed. 

It was inevitable that there should be fric- 
tion between the league of nations and gov- 
ernments holding mandates, if the league 
should attempt to hold those nations to ac- 
count. France insists upon a free hand in 
Syria, while Britain resents any interference 
with her administration in Mesopotamia. 

The mandates commission had the hardi- 
hood to receive petitions from aggrieved na- 
tives of countries under mandate. The for- 
eign ministers of Britain and France contend 
that this exceeds the powers of the commis- 
sion. °

The German government has shrewdly “‘soft- 
pedaled”’ its demands, pending admission of 
Germany'into the league, but once in the 
charmed circle there will be no further occa- 
sion for concealing Germany’s ambition to re- 
gain lost territories. 


SECRETARY JARDINE'S PLAN. 


Secretary of Agriculture Jardine has outlined 
to a Kansas audience his plan for farm relief. 
He suggests the formation of sectional or re- 
gional cooperative associations, each associa- 
tion confining its operations to onw commodity. 
He suggests that these regional associations 
organize and borrow money from the govern- 
ment at 4 per cent interest, and loan it.out to 
the farmers at 6 per cent, using the 2 per cent 
balance for overhead expenses and cost of 
operation. Such'a plan is practicable under the 
law passed’ by Congress establishing a co- 
operative bureau in the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Mr. Jardine believes that it is impossible for 
the farmers to act individually in taking ad- 
vantage of market conditions, but that regional 
cooperatives, each handling only one com- 
modity, miay be able to obtain the best possible 
price. Farmers, he thinks, must be organized 
along the lines that are adopted by manufac- 
turers. 

Mr. Jardine reiterates his opposition to the 
McNary-Haugen bill, on the ground that it isa 
price-fixing measure, which is a violation of 
economic principles. The problem of farm re- 
lief, he insists, is largely a matter of distribu- 
tion. If the cost of distribution can be reduced 
the farmers will obtain better prices for their 
products. 


TREASURY ISSUES. ‘ 


The Treasury has issued a circular announc- 
ing an offer of 3% per cent certificates of in- 
debtedness totaling $350,000,000, maturing 
on June 15, 1927. Interest will begin Novem- 
ber 15, 1926. 

This is the first financing that has been nec- 
essary since last March, when 3% per cent 
30-year bonds were issued. The condition of 
the Treasury was sufficiently favorable, due to 
large receipts and collection of back taxes, not 
to require new financing in June. Treasury 
notes due September 15, and totaling $414,- 
922,000, will be paid and retired. These Treas- 
ury notes bear 4% per cent interest. 

The Treasury will accept in payment of the 
new certificates the Treasury notes of series B, 
1926, as far as desired. The exchange will save 
the Treasury three-fourths of 1 per cent in- 
terest annually. é 

The present offering is intended, with the 
balance on hand ‘and income tax receipts due 
on September 15, to cover the Treasury’s fur- 
ther cash requirements until December 15. 


ELECTRICITY FROM WATER POWER. 


The production of electric power by public 
utility corporations in the United States in July 
last reached the total of 5,900,928,000 kilowatt 
hours. This enormous energy was developed 
through the consumption of 3,339,198 short 
tons of coal and 699,917 barrels of crude oil, 
in those plants which use fuel for the creation 
of electrical energy, and from which was de- 
veloped 3,907,767,000 kilowatt hours, while 
water power was the basis of the othef 2,000,- 
000,000. The production from water power 
showed a falling off of about 14 per cent as 
compared with the June output, and nearly 20 
per cent as compared with the May production. 

The geological survey, which furnishes these 
figures, says that the daily average production 
of electricity during July by the public utility 
plants was about 3 per cent less than the aver- 
age in June. There was an unprecedented 
falling off in the daily average production from 
the use of water power in July as compared 
with the preceding month, due to the small 
rainfall throughout practically the entire coun- 
try. However, the extensive rainfall during 
August in the eastern section of the country to 
some extent relieved drought conditions, 

In the meantime the development of elec- 
trical energy from Water power promises to in- 
crease enormously in the near future. Nearly 
every province in Canada is actively engaged in 
harnessing its water power. Millions have been 
invested in the Saguinay region in Quebec; 
New Brunswick was recently authorized to de- 
velop the power of the St. John’s river on the 
border of Maine; a Canadian company is pre- 
paring to harness the St. Lawrence within the 
boundaries of Ontario; and a joint survey by 
engineers of the United States and Canada is 
looking into the plan of harnessing the outlets 
of the Lake of the Woods and Rainy lake. 
Other projects are in contemplation in British 
Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan, and the 
Kootenay river project on the border of Idaho 
is under consideration by the international 
joint commission. 

Besides these the State of New York has 
authorized the initiation of projects in the Adi- 
rondacks and the Genesee country, which will 
add largely to the total production of electric 
power in that State. It already produces more 
than one-sixth of all the power developed from 
the use of water in the entire country. 


THE CASE OF MR. GLASSIE. 


Certain influential Democrats are petitioning 
President Coolidge not to reappoint Commis- 
sioner Glassie to the tariff commission, on the 
ground that he is a protectionist, at least so 
far as sugar is concerned. Senator Bruce, a 
member of the Senate committee that investi- 
gated the commission, and Senator Harrison, 
Democratic leader in the Senate, are reported 
to have protested against the reappointment of 
Mr. Glassie. | | 

-On the other hand certain Western Demo- 
crats, especially those from the States pro- 
ducing beet sugar, favor the reappointment of 
Commissioner Glassie, because he favors the 
protection of American sugar against foreign, 
and especially Cuban, sugar. n 

This division of the Democrats over the 
question of Mr. Glassie’s reappointment typifies 
the split growing in the Democratic party over 
the tariff. be 

This division of sentiment has been apparent 
for some time, and has given some of the old 
line Democrats considerable uneasiness. _ 

The law creating the tariff commission re- 
quires that no more than three members shall 
belong to the same political party; therefore 


the next appointee must be a Democrat, 
whether it*is Mr, Glassie or another man. It. 
President. ‘Cooljdge listens to the protests of 

ocratic party, or the wishes | 
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of the other wing, and makes a decision, he will 
be acting as an umpire between the two fac- 
tions, which is hardly fair to the President. 

In connection with the protest against the 
reappointment of Mr. Glassie because he is a 
protection Democrat it is interesting to recall 
that the late President Wilson, when the com- 
mission was first creafed, appointed some Re- 
publicans to the commission who were well- 
known low tariff men. There was no objection 
on the part of the Democrats. 

The tariff commission was established as a 
nonpartisan organization, for the ostensible 
purpose of taking the tariff out of politics. 
With that initial fact in mind, it is difficult to 
see any consistency in the objecton of a few 
Democrats to the reappointment of Mr. Glassie 
on the ground of politics. , 

The matter is entirely up to the President. 
He is asked to settle a quarrel in the Demo- 
cratic ranks—an unusual situation. 


DELAYED RETIREMENT PAY. 


More than two months have elapsed since 
the President signed the bill to readjust the 
pay of the retired civil employes of the gov- 
ernment, but as yet no one has benefited 1 
cent from that act. Secretary Work reports 
that during the last fiscal year the amount in 
the fund was increased by $9,996,767 and that 
the total on June 30 was $54,662,546. 

During the discussion of the various bills 
which were considered in Congress in the last 
session columns of figures were incorporated 
into the record designed to show just how 
much in the way of appropriations would be re- 
quired to mieet the increases asked. These 
figures were based upon the report, after in- 
vestigation by a corps of accountants, “actu- 
aries, and ‘‘experts’’ of various degrees of 
ability. They would appear to have furnished 
complete information to enable the disbursing 
officers of the Interior Department to pay the 
increases authorized without any delay what- 
ever. Yet after two months it seems that still 
further “‘infOrmation”’ is required before the 
increased pittances authorized can be dis- 
tributed among the beneficiaries. Meantime it 
might be well for some of those experts in 
vital statistics to figure out just how many of 
the retired clerks who reached the age of 70 
before retiring will have passed away before 
the will of Congress is carried out. Why this 
delay? 


SAFE UOADING PLATFORMS. 


There is merit in the suggestion of the act- 
ing director of traffic, Col. Moller, that flash- 
ing beacons upon heavy concrete bases be 
erected at the ends of every street car loading 
platform in the city. The plan looks to the 
protection of pedestrians awaiting street cars, 
and recent cases of reckless driving prove that 
safety is not always assured those who occupy 
such platforms. é 

Col. Moller suggests that if drunken or 
reckless drivers crash into the ends of plat- 
forms thus guarded the persons most likely 
to be injured will be the drivers themselves, 
and not innocent bystanders. In ‘constructing 
these beacons the artistic requirements of the 
fine arts commission can be complied with. 
The main thing, however, is to afford a reason- 
able degree of safety for those compelled to 
await the arrival of street cars. The mere 
painting of lines on the pavement does not do 
this. The slightly elevated platform affords 
some measure of safety, but not when a drunk- 
en driver sits behind the wheel of a madly 
careening car. 


. Loading platforms should be made safe for : 


pedestrians, and there should be no delay in 
having them erected at all congested cross- 
ings. |

The victim of sunstroke looks al- 
together different from the heat ex- 
haustion ,patient. In that condi- 
tion the skin is cold and clammy; 
in sunstroke, the skin is hot and 
fiery. In the former condition the 
patients are pale; in sunstroke they 
are red. The temperature rises 
rapidly, frequently going to 110 de- 
grees. 

Wear clothing of thin texture to 
allow.the perspiration to evaporate 
readily and of light color to reflect 
the sun’s rays instead of absorb- 
ing them. Wear clothing as loose 
as possible, particularly, about the 
neck, so as to avoid interfering with 
the circulation.’ ge (Sor 

As far as possible take things 
easy. Do nct hurry. Don’t run for 
street cars—-wait for the next one.

Apply ice to the heal, give 
him a cool drink. and sponge his 
extremities until the doctor arrives. 


FEDERAL ROAD AID. 


Federal aid for highways origi- 
nated in wartime, though not a war 
measure primarily, being establish- 
ed nine years ago. The road bureau 
of the Department of Agriculture 
reports in these nine years over 
52,000 miles of state highway com- 
pleted with Fedéral aid. That the 
construction of surfaced roads by 
Federal and -.State cooperation is 
going strong, says the Topeka Capi- 
tal, appears from the fact that 10,- 
628 miles were completed in the 
last year, as compared with an av- 
erage of but 6,000 since Federal 
aid became a policy. —

Possibly that picture is over soft, 
for the bootleggers are that same 
crowd of respectable criminals who 
used to run the 150,000 saloons of 
the nation back in the license days, 
and they are a hard and hardened 
crowd.

They kept 
open on prohibited days and after 
hours, sold to all comers, and vio- 
lated every provision of the law— 
and they are doing the same thing 
now.

Wilson, Harding and 
Coolidge, died early yesterday 
morning at his home, 1302 S street, 
at the age of 66, following a pro- 
tracted illness He returned from 
the. President’s summer camp at 
White Pine, N. Y., July 23 because 
of a heart ailment, from which he 
failed to rally. 

Col. Brooks, appointed instructor 
of colored high school cadets Oc- 
tober 15, 1888, served in this ca- 
pacity until November 30, 
when he obtained special leave in 
order to accompany President Wil- 
son to Europe. He was commis- 
sioned captain of A company, Sixth 
battalion, known as the Washing- 
ton cadet corps, July 2, 1887, 
which company’ became Company 
A of the Seventh battalion in 1889 
and in 1891 Company A of the 
First separate battalion. 

He was promoted to major of 
the First separate battalion Decem- 
ber 10, 1897, and was retired with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel July 
15, 1912. A gold medal for 25 
years of service with the national 
guard was awarded him in 1914. 
As custodian of the White House, 
in charge of all movable properties, 
he was held in high esteem by all 
Presidents whom he served.

Lieut. Col. Brooks first served 
the Federal government as chief 
messenger in the War Department, 
acting in this capacity under Sec- 
retaries Alexander Ramsey, Robert 
T. Lincoln, William C. , Endicott, 
Redfield Proctor, Stephen Elkins, 
Daniel S. Lamont, Russell A. Alger, 
Elihu Root and W. H. Taft, from 
1881 to March 4, 1909, when he 
went to the White House as a 
bonded official. His service as cus- 
todian covered a period of 17 years. 
During this time he utilized his 
knowledge of military affairs to 
effect a sartorial censorship over 
the presidential household and was 
quickly recognized as an authority 
on dress for all occasions. Intimate 
contact with men of affairs for more 
than a quarter century afforded, 
however, no breach of confidence, 
although it is known that many 
officials high in public life confided 
in him, and had respect for his keen 
judgment of men. 

Lieut. Col. Brooks was a native of 
Port Royal, Va., coming to this city 
at an early age to take service in the 
War Department, as chief messen- 
ger, under Secretary George W. 
McCrary. He will be buried Friday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock from St. 
Mary’s Protestant Episcopal church, 
Twenty-third and H streets north- 
west, where he was a vestryman for 
more than 30 years.

RAILS SET EARLY PACE 


' Special to The Washington Post. 
New York, Sépt. 7.—-An upswing 
near the-close featured today’s ses- 
sion of stock trading on the stock 
exchange—a session that saw a va- 
riéty of movements in both direc- 
tions. At the finish prices were 
generally higher, with gains rang- 
ing up to 7% points freely scat- 


fa 
tered through the list, but a few 


important issues had failed to come 
back after slumping rather badly. 
After the three-day lay-off, deal- 


ings were fairly large in volume, 
sales totaling more than 1,715,000 
shares. 

The rails, equipments, and oils 
were the favorites in the forenoon 
trading and a number of the mem- 
bers of these groups held strong 
through the latter session, but Gen- 
eral Motors, which had sold off at 
the opening, began climbing in the 
afternoon and soon was 8% points 
above Friday’s closing level at 219, 
the highest price in two weeks. It 
closed 7% net higher, its turnover 
totaling 121,000 shares. 

United States Steel common, too, 
recovered -from a lethargic morn- 
ing and went temporarily above 
152. Pullman finished with the 
day's biggest net gain, - points. 
DuPont followed the lead of Gen- 
eral Motors and closed 5 % up, and 
Woolworth gained 6%4 on the day, 
while Union Tank Car, Western 
Union, United Drug, Radio Corpo- 
ration, and some more, showed ad- 
vances ranging from 3 to 5 points 
at the close. 

The day’s only dull period was 
directly following the announce- 
ment that call money which had re- 
newed at 4% per cent, had gone 
to 5 per cent. But the effects, it 
Any, were quickly shaken off, and 
the advance proceeded. 

The rails set the pace early. 
Within the first hour, New York 
Central, Great Northern, preferred 
and Frisco common sold: at new 
high prices for the year, the first 
named coming within a quarter of 
a point of its high since 1906, and 
Frisco within the same range of its 
high for all time. But none of these 
shares held their gains, all three 
closing at fractional net recessions. 
Some others, however, including C. 
& O., took up where the early lead- 
ers left off, and’ maintained good- 
sized gains. Chesapeake & Ohio 
preferréd on a single sale went 5% 
net higher. Oil shares were im- 
mediately affected by the report of 
Secretaries Wilbur, Hoover and 
Dwight Dayis to President Cool- 
idge that, in theory at least, the oil 
supply of this country would last 
only another six years. 

Marland boomed up to 61, higher 
than it had been for more than a 
month, but failed to hold more than 
a fraction of its rise. Pan-American 
shares did better, as did a number 
of the others, including Houston, 
which gained 3%, and Atlantic Re- 
fining, up 3 points. 

Yellow Truck & Coach, a Gen- 
eral Motors subsidiary, participated 
in the advance for a gain of 3% 
points, reaching a new high for all 
time, but some of the other auto- 
mobile stocks were decidedly weak, 
Mack Truck among them, and Wil- 
lys Overland, which breasted all of 
last week’s recessions, sagged off. 
Hudson and Studebaker finished 
at moderate advances, after having 
dippéd under Friday’s closing. 

Before midday there was a burst 
of buying in Armour ‘stocks and 
prices held firm subsequently, al- 
though demand slackened. Conti- 
nental Bakfhg shares, which made 
an impressive showing last week 
after their promotion from the 
curb, developed sudden weakness, 
the A stock closing 3% net lower 
and the B finished 1% .down. 

Store shares showed a lack of 
unison, few following .Woolworth’s 
example. Kinney broke 6% points 
and Kresge Department Stores sold 
off. In Tobacco there was no defi- 
nite trend. In the sugar group 
American Beet preferred hit a new 
1926 low, down'4% net. 

Acute weakness in sterling fea- 
tured the foreign exchange market, 
the pound dropping %c to $4.85 % 
for cables, subsequently recovering 
to $4.8514. French francs held 
fairly well, Belgian francs yielded 
more than 2 points and lire dropped 

and pesetas 14 points. Most 
Scandinavian rates also went slight- 
ly lower.

Admitting that tourist camps are 
unsightly at best, but a necessity.

Admitting that there is room for 
the expansion of the present tourist 
camp in East Potomac park on 
land adjacent to it, members of a 


i special committee of public build- 


ings and public parks officials said 
yesterdas, that this was not de- 
sired. 

It is not their idea to establish a 
large tourist camp in this section. 
There is already a private campaign 
against the permanent identification 
of this part of the park as a tour- 
ist camp and it was manifested in 
the spring by an attempt to delay 
Congressional legislation erecting a 
fieldhouse, now in _ construction 
there. 

Move Not Furthered. 


The move to delay the building 
received no impetus in Congress and 
the office of public buildings and 
public parks of the National Capital 
Was obliged to proceed with the 
erection of the fieldhouse with 
funds already apportioned by Con- 
gress for this specific purpose, and 
which would have otherwise been 
lost to the District. 

At the same time, the special 
committee composed of Maj. J. W. 
Meehan, sanitary inspector for the 
office; Capt. M. H. Parson, head of 
the United States park police, and 
Charles W. Eliot 3d, city planner 
for the National Capital park and 
Planning commission, does not de- 
sire to extend the present East 
Potomac park tourist camp. 

If there is need for the extension 
of tourist camp facilities within the 
District, as reports coming to the 
Office of Maj. U. §. Grant 3d, di- 
rector of the office of public build- 
ings and public parks of the Na- 
tiona] Capitgl, indicate, the commit- 
tee will seek other places in the 
city on which to establish them. 


Small Camps Favored. 


The idea seems to be that tour- 
ist camps are unsightly and it is 
better to have a number of smaller 


, Camps, well kept, at various places 


in the environs of Washington than 
@ large one as centrally located as 
the present. 

With this in view, it probably will 
proceed with the location of smaller 
camps near important highways and 
at points onthe city limits. This 
plan will not only serve sightliness 
but the convenience of visiting 
motorists approaching the city from 
various directions.

Preparations for a Ku Klux Klan 
Parade Monday.far exceeding in 
numbers the marchers of a year 
ago were ordered by the District 
commissioners yesterday. Not only 
was Pennsylvania avenue northwest 
ordered roped between First to Fif- 
teenth streets, but an emergency 
was declared to exist necessitating 
suspension of days off for police- 
men the day of the parade and the 
Sunday preceding it. 

This program was laid out on 
recommendation of Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendent of police, 
who said in his report: 


“‘Assembling of large numbers of 
persons in the District of Columbia 
to participate in and view the pa- 
rade of the Ku Klux Klan and cere- 
monies incidental thereto consti- 
tutes an emergency of such a nature 
as to require the continuous serv- 
ices of all the members of the 
metropolitan police force. From 
the best information I can secure. 
the number participating will far 
exceed that of the parade of 1925.” 


Policeman Wins Appeal. 


The police chief asked that Penn- 
sylvania avenue be roped for the 
Parade and that street cars be 
stopped from 3 p. m. Monday unti! 
the parade ends. The commission- 
ers referred the stopping of street 
cars to the public utilities commis- 
sion. 

Patrolman H. J. Dorrenbacher 
won in his appeal to the commis- 
sioners from the verdict of the po- 
lice trial board, which ruled that he 
should be dismissed from the police 
department for conduct unbecoming 
an officer. It was alleged that he 
attacked Miss Jessie C. Lillie June 
19 after accosting her and a man 
who was her companion in a parked 
automobile.
